Er. Fubini explained the system engineering and technical 
direction contracting structure emphasising that the Air force 
contracts directly with hardware suppliers and not via § prime- 
subcontract relationship involving the system engineering 
contractor . 1 stated that the only apparent issue of Im p or ta nce 

was whether system engineering sod technical direction would be 
dona within government or by contract. Secretary Vance and 
Mr « McCone then agreed the CIA will initiate contracts wlthxn 
tne framework of ffir. McCone's memorandum of August 14 to fr. when Ion, 
and wxthin budgetary approvals, and will exert system e ngineering 
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Mr. McCone next pointed out that the latest LUCKS’ DRAGON 
missions had not been flown north of Hanoi, leaving a serious 
intelligence gap. He intends to raise the point at a uses ting 
with the Joint Chiefs tomorrow; Mr. Vance will discuss also 
with the 303 Committee. 

Mr. McCone inquired on the status of the Land Panel report. 
I said the report had not been received, was expected shortly, 
and that I would determine when it will be available. 

Mr. McCone then referred to an FXAB recommendation of 
March 8, 1963, on a general strengthening of research and 
development activities and assets In government and particularly 
in the SXQIMT field* Dr. Fubini described his directions to 
NSA along these lines. 
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
